The purpose of the Resource & Activity Book is to provide individuals, families, and groups alike with fun 
and entertaining ways to learn more about Christropher Columbus. 

The book is divided into four main sections to make it easier for people of different ages to use. 

THE "PICTURES TO COLOR" SECTION is, of course, for people of all ages to color and enjoy; 

THE "BEGINNER PUZZLES, GAMES, & ACTIVITIES" SECTION is for younger children or for 
those who are just starting to study about Christopher Columbus; 

THE "INTERMEDIATE PUZZLES, GAMES, & ACTIVITIES" SECTION is for those who are 
somewhat advanced in their knowledge about Christopher Columbus; and 

THE "ADVANCED PUZZLES, GAMES, & ACTIVITIES" SECTION is for those who are really 
advanced in their knowledge of Christopher Columbus. 

Although most of the answers can be found by watching the "Christopher Columbus" video, there 
are a few which cannot. Therefore, an answer key is located in the back of the book for your 
convenience. 

REFERENCE PAGE: For those wishing to further study the life of Christopher Columbus, we have 
added a page that indicates the references used in researching the "Christopher Columbus" video and 
Activity Book. We highly recommend using these books in beginning your studies.

THINGS FOR GROUPS TO DISCUSS & DO 


1. Have group find the date of Columbus’ landing on a calendar (October 12th), as well as the 
date that we celebrate as "Columbus Day". Discuss why we celebrate Columbus Day. 

2. Show group both a world map and a world globe. Ask which one is the real shape of the 
world, and discuss the importance of using maps. 

3. Ask group what year Columbus set sail on his great voyage. Explain that 1492 was many 
centuries ago and that ships were very different then. Discuss some of the modern day 
conveniences that were not available in Columbus’ day. 

4. Mark out the dimensions of the Santa Maria with tape and have group sit inside the marked 
area. Discuss what it would have been like to live aboard a ship that small. (The Santa 
Maria was approximately 25 by 80 feet in size.) Point out that the Nina and Pinta were even 
smaller ships than the Santa Maria, and there were 90 men aboard these three ships for over 
two months. 

5. Discuss how Columbus and his crew kept track of the time while at sea by using an 
hourglass. Explain that hourglasses during Columbus’ time were usually a half an hour long 
and the youngest man on every watch was assigned to keep an eye on it. When the sand ran 
out he turned it over and called out the half-hour.

THINGS FOR GROUPS TO DISCUSS & DO 


1. Give group copies of a world map. Have them identify each continent and then trace 
Columbus’ route from Spain to the Americas. (See map on page 32.) 

2. Discuss why Columbus called the people he found in America "Indians". Point out that these 
people are actually known as "American Indians" to distinguish them from the inhabitants of 
India. 

3. Discuss some of the unusual things that Columbus and his crew' saw in America, (ie: 
hammocks, hummingbirds, canoes, sweet potatoes, pineapples, tobacco, etc.) Have pictures 
of some of these things for your discussion and obtain some of the actual items to display. 

4. Using a large world map, cover up North and South America, as well as the Pacific Ocean. 
Discuss the world as Columbus knew it (Europe, the Atlantic Ocean, the North half of 
Africa and Asia). Have group suggest possible routes from Europe to Asia and some of the 
difficulties people might have faced in their travels. Point out the route that Columbus had 
planned to follow, and then, discuss why he w'as not successful. Uncover North and South 
America, and explain that Columbus did not know that these two continents were in his way.

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IDEAS FOR GROUP ACTIVITIES 


DRAWING GAME: The group is divided into teams, and various scenes or people from the videos 
are written on slips of paper. The teams then alternate taking the slips of paper out of a bowl and 
drawing the mentioned scene or person on a chalkboard or paper until team members guess what the 
scene or person is. A time limit should be given, and if the team is not able to guess the scene in 
the allotted amount of time, no point is earned. The other team is then given a chance to steal the 
point. 

CHARADES: The group is divided into teams, and various scenes from the videos are acted out. 

QUESTION AND ANSWER GAME: The questions from each section are copied on a copy machine, 
cut apart, and placed in a bowl. The group is divided into teams, and each team takes turns 
drawing the questions out of the bowl. Points are scored by correctly answering each question. If 
the team drawing the question cannot answer it correctly, the opposing team gets a chance to steal 
the point. 

MATCHING GAME: The names from the matching game are put on an overhead or chalkboard, 
and the descriptions are copied on a copy machine, cut apart, and placed in a bowl. The group is 
divided into teams, and each team alternates taking a description out of the bowl and matching it 
with the correct name or item on the board. Points are scored by correctly matching the description 
with the name. If the team drawing the description cannot answer it correctly, the opposing team 
gets a chance to steal the point. 

WHO AM I?: Qualities and descriptions of personalities in the video are read aloud one at a time. 
In this game, teams do not take turns, instead, a point is scored by the first team that is able to name 
the person being described. For example: Christopher Columbus could be described as follows: 
Born in Italy; wanted to find cheaper sea route to Asia; discovered America; etc. 

THE DESCRIPTION GAME: Names of various personalities in the video are written on slips of 
paper and placed in a bowl. The group is divided into teams, and each team takes turns drawing 
names out of the bowl and describing each personality to their team members. Once the team 
guesses correctly, the team member draws another name from the bowl. Each team is given 1 minute 
per turn to describe as many personalities as possible. Points are given for each correct answer. For 
example, if a team member drew' "Christopher Columbus" out of the bowl, the clues suggested in 
"Who Am I" could be given to help team members guess correctly. If the time allotment is not up 
by the time the team guesses correctly, the member draws another name from the bowl and continues 
until their time allotment is out. 

TWENTY QUESTIONS: One member of the group is "it" and thinks of a person, place or thing 
from the video without telling anyone what the word is. The rest of the group asks him/her yes or 
no questions trying to figure out the word. If they fail to figure out the answer within 20 questions, 
the person who is "it" w'ins. 

HANG-MAN: One member of the group is "it" and thinks of a word or phrase having to do with 
Christopher Columbus. He then puts a dash for every letter in the word or phrase on a paper or 
chalkboard. The rest of the group takes turns guessing letters. If a guessed letter is in the word or 
phrase, it is written into the corresponding blank on the board. If a guessed letter is not contained 
in the word or phase, one part of the hang-man is drawn. If the hang-man is completed before the 
group finishes filling in the blanks, the person who is "it" w'ins. 

GAME CARDS: Using a copy machine, make at least 2 copies of each page of "Game Cards" on card 
stock. Color them, if you wish, and then, laminate each page and cut apart. These game cards can 
be used for several different games such as "Concentration", "Fish", etc.
